tie, and doubting alſo what would bee the 
theu oi the ſchiſme in che Church : ſought for 
e with the king,onely craving athishands that 
ce would relinquiſh the proreCtion of the duke of 
Ferrera, which the kingvrc lyre uling, the Pope 
fell farther out of pacience with h.m then cuer hee: 
was bectorc, 
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And ſo happely it came to paſle at that very inſtany 
for the Popes affaires,that the king of Aragon ſent 
hima ſecret meſlage to perlwade him to continue 
the warres againſt the French,aſſuring him of his 
ayde which thing the king of Aragon dyd thereby 
t co diſtract the kings forces, while hee inuaded the 

Realme of Nauarra, which hee was fully reſolued 
to attempt. And farther Monſteur de la Paliſſe genes 
rall of the Kings forces after Monſicur de Forx hig 
death,was conſtrayned to depart out of Romania 
with his victorious armie to the defence of the 
Duchie of Milan fearing that the Swyſlers would 
inuadeitas indeedethey dyd, whereforethe Pope 
by thele occaſions hauing recovered his ſpirits,and 
being now more animarted againſt the king then e.

Farther the Sw3/{crs being {ecreily hiered with 
he Popes monie, who loued not the French tor 
tercalons aboue reherced, invaded Fraunce al{o 
athe other ſ1de,and beſieged P4on in Bargnndy, 
nto the which Aſoxſieur de {a Trizzonile had pur 
km ſelfe, who doubting the vtter ruine of the 
kealme of Fraunce ſo many enemics inuading 
ton all ſides, without any commiſſion from the 
lng made a compoſition with the fayd Swy//ers, 
nore neceſlarie than honorable tor the Realme, 
which was this, that the King ſhould renounce 
{ his right to the Duchic of Milan, and paye 
temar a day agreed vpon fix hundreth chouland 
Crownes, tor the which alſo he dceliuercd them 
foſtages , and they bound them ſclues onelie 
 retourne home into their Countric tor that 


7 he Pope was not a litic offended with this 
theyr returne, but they excuſed the matter be- 
quſe they reccaucd not out of England the mo« 
te that was promiſed them , but in truth their 
needinefſe of the fix hundreth thou:and Crownes 
houe mentioned was the principall cauſe of their 
rturne, whercot notwithſtanding their hope was 
fuſtrare, for rhe King would not ratifie this dif- 
honorable treatic made by Trimouille notwith- 


landing that it were the faftic of his Realme, 
F.iz. but 
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but ſought to content thoſe Swyſſers with othe 
conditions, which they would not accept, byy 
threatned it the treatie were not accompliſhed 
a certaine day to ſtrike of the hoſtages heads, 
About the beginning of the yeare 151 4. dyed 
veene Anne of France : Farther you ſhall vnder. 
ſtand that tne Pope being by nature an enimie tg 
the warres and wholie giuen to delights and plea. 
ſures,namely to Muſick, to hearing of Playes, and 
to becholding of Maskes, bouffons, and ieaſters 
yea ſomewhat more then was ſemely tor his eſtate: 
Labourecd earneſtly to reconcile thele Princes and 
to ende the warres. But the Swyſſers would inno 
wiſe bee reconciled to the king. Notwithſtandi 
the truce betwene him &the King of Spaine was 
continewed,in the which alſo the Emperour Maxi- 
milian contrarie to his promiſe to the king of En- 
gland was included, and ratcfied the ſayde truce, 
which vnprincely dealing of the ſayde Maximilian | 
cauſed alſotheking of England to encline to peace, 
which ſoone after namely the ſeauenth of Au- 
guſt by meanes of the Duke of Longueuille being 
p—_ in England was concluded betweene king 
ewisand him.anda/terward in October folowing 
more ſtrongly confirmed by the mariage of the La- 
dy Maricthe King of Englandsfiſter with the fayd 
King. 

Thus theking hauing made peace with all his 
neighbours,and being aſſured of quierneſle on this 
{idethe mountaines, turned his thoughts to the re 

coucric

edtherevnto by the Pope (though not lincerly as

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But herein he is partly to be excuſed,for the ſaid 
Marſhalls baniſhment proceeded principallyfrom 
the Queene who hated him extreamlic,belauethe 
ſayde marſhall had oncc _ hir cariagevponthe 
Riuer of Loyre, wherein ſhe had packed vpallthe 
kings principall [uells, Plate, and other things of 
great price, andthe which ſhee was conueighi 
downe the ſayde River to Nantes, the King bei 
at that time very ſick and in great daunger of death, 
This king was alſo giuen to luſpicions,but that is a 
fault all princes are ſubie& to , eſpecially allthoſe 
that be wiſe,on the other ſide this king was beauti- 
fied with many goodly vertues,firſt hee was1olou- 


ing and carefull of his people,thatin allhisforraine - 


warres hee could neuerbe induced to increaſe his 
impoſitions vpon his ſubiects,true it is thatwhen 
he was inuaded in his owne Realme,he was forced 
to leauic of. them ſomewhat more then ordinarie, 
for the which his milde gouernment he was called 
Pater patriz, ſo iuſta Prince he was (where thene-

About this ryme allo Charles Duke of Bour- 
bon Conſtable of Fraunce and the greateſt prince 
in the Realme reuolted trom the king to the kmpe- 
rour. Diuers cauſes are alleadged by diuers men of 
hisreuolt, But I think ambition to haue bene the 
onely cauſe thereof, For he being a Prince of great 


courage, and'greftly beloued in the Realme, was

Notwithſtanding the Emperour ved his help 
in the warres, and hee ſhewed extreame hatred + 
gainlt the king and his countrey all the time of his 
life , for the which molt men blame him and tew 
commend him. The Emperour having ſtirred yp 
almoſt all the Princes ot Chriſtendome agai 

- the king,ment to aſſault him on all ſides, and {g 
to deſtradt his forces that ke ſhould haue enoy 
to doe to defend his owne, and by that meanes 
not bee able to offend him in Italic, Wherefore 
firſt hee ſent an armie to invade Biſcay which be- 
ſicged Bayonne but could not rake it, but Fonta- 
rabia they recouercd from the French,God fo dif 
poſing ot this matter that each partie ſhould hould 
their owne and no more:on the otherſidetheking 
of England ſent the Duke of Suffolke with a migh- 
tic armie 10 inuade Picardie , Bur God hauing 
commileration as it is to be thought of the poore 
Realme of Fraunce, cauſed the ſayde Engliſh 
armie for want of victualles and money to 
retourne home without any matter of moment 
done. 

The Duke of Bourbon likewiſe inuading Bur» 
gundic had no better ſucceſſe, for beeing entes 
red with his rw-Jue thoutand Lanskn'ghts into 
the countrey,both his money and his intelligences

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him , and his ſouldiours wanting pay lett 
kn,andthe moſt part of them wear to {erue the

himſelfe : che Imperialls being ignorant ot none

Thus was this. noble King through 
the diſorders principally proceding from his owne 
officers and Captaines taken priſoner as you haue 


heard, who not being dilmayed with this fodaine 
K blow 
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blow of fortune, behaued himſelf with ſuch prince 
ly magnanimitic,yhe was honored & hadin admi. 
ratio cuen of his enemies inſuch ſort that his ca 
tiuitic blemiſhed not, but rather cauſed his noble 
vertues the more to ſhine,as by this one examyle 
which I will rehearſe ſhall well appeare, So ſoone 
as hee was brought to his lodging hee ſent for the 
leaders of the [mperiall armie,and tould them that 
hee had a ſute vnro them which he truſted they 
would not denic him. 

Wherevnto when they ſemed doubrfull what an. 
{were to make, ſuppoſing it to bee ſome great mat. 
ter of difficultic thar they mought not aduenture 
to graunt without the Emperours priuitic, he per- 
ccauing their immagination , tould them it was 


no ſuch important ſuit that required any ſuch - 


doubt,onely his deſire was that rhe young French 
boyes taken in y barrel mought not remaine with 
the Italians , but in exchaunge of other priſoners 
bee deliuered to the Spaniards , which. was pre- 
{ently graunted and executed accordingly,though 
not without great admiration of y [mpcrialls, who 
wondered that the king torgetting his owne mif- 
{fortune being of a Prince made a priſoner in one 
day, could remember to bee ſo carcſull of the 
chaſtitic of theſe young boyes.

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Firſt certaine difhculties aroſe betwene the Empe. 
rour and him, the king demaunding, bearing but 
equall charges with the Empcrovr,an vriequall pare 
ot the conqueſt of Frauyce , and rhe Emperour 
hoping to obtaine betrer conditions of the Kin 
of Fraunce by making peacc,then he ſhould doe if 
he ioyned with the king of England by waking 
WartſC. 

Secondarely the Cardinall of Yor being 
altogether French, and enemie to the Emperour 
diſwaded the king of England from farther ioy. 
ning with the Emperour , who was alredie {o 
mightie , that his greatneſſe was become tertible 
to all his ncighbours round about him, 

Thirdly aiter the battaile of Pauia the Em. 

crour ſemed not to make ſo great accompt of the 
Ling of England as before he had done, forfirſt 
he refuſed to marie the Lady Mary the king of En- 
glands daughter being very young, and maricd the 
ſiſter of 1hop king of Portugale, as hereafter you 
ſhall heare,with whom he recciucd a great maſſe 

of money whereof he ſtood in great neede.. 
Farther whereas becfore the batcaile of Paui- 
a,heneuer wroat letter to the king of England but 
with his owne hand and with this ſubſcrption 
Y our ſonne and Coſi Charles,aftery battaile he neuer 
wroat letter with his owne hand nor with other 
ſubſcription then his ſimple name Charles, all the 
which reaſons cauſed the king of England by little 
andlittle to ſtraunge himſelle from the m7 
riend- 
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friendſhip. But the thing that moſt wrought the 
gkeration of his minde was that the Lady Regent 
of Fraunce the kings motner fent ynto him a gen- 
teman with letters very humbly wrtiten, whercin 
he fienificd vato him,y it was not honorable for 
noble a Prince as he was, to inuade a king bee- 
ing Captiue, &a Chriſtian Realine afflited with 
he captiuitie of their Prince , which ſubmiſſion 
fearced ſo depely into the breaſt of this coura- 
ous king, that preſently he not onely diſmiſſed 
F; armie which he had leuyed to his charge, not 
dmaunding one penie in regarde thereot : but 
ao from that day forward became the gicatcſt 
fiend that the Realme of Fraunce had, and ente- 
rdinto league with the Regent for the deliucrie 
oftheking Rn ſonne,for the accompliſhment alſo 
whereof, the fayd king of England fo ecareneſtly 
twayled with all the ſtates of Chriſtendome, that 
nthecnde he effected it, in ſuch ſorr that ſo ſoone 
king Francs had ſet foote in Fraunce, the firſt 
ting he dyd was,that preſently hee wroat a letter 


ofthanckes to king Henry aduertiſing him of his + 


dertic,for the which hee acknowledged himfelfe 
nore bechoulding to him then to all the Princes 
of Chriſtendome beſides. 
Such true nobilitiercigned in Princes bcing 
8 hoſtilitie,at thoſe dayes,wheras now this age is 
b farr degeacrated fro the ma3nanimitie of rhcir 
lahers, that one Prince ſecketh to take away an 0- 
hers lyte by treaſon, muithcr, poyſon and-ſuch 
K.iiz. like 
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like vilanous attempts, which the heathen them; 
ſelues deteſted and abhorred,Bur to returne too 
Hiſtorie, The kings capriuitie aſtoniſhed ng 
onely Fraunce but allo all Iralie, beecaufe all the 
Princes and ſtates thereot lemed now wholy tode. 
end vpon the Emperours clemencie, none of the 
Lins able roſtand vpon his owne ſtrength, The 
Pope eſpecially was nota litle gricued with this ae. 
cident , who notwithſtanding that for his preſent 
ſaftie hee made an accord with the Imperialsasdid 
alſo the Venetians:yet their hart was farr fromitg 
the ſequell wel declared: for ſecretly & vnderhand 
they praftiſcd ro makea league betweene theſtits 
of Fraunce, the Pope,the Venetians,and theduke 
of Milan,againſt the Emperour, which confeders 
cic the Imperialls hauing diſcouered , preſently 
ſcazcd all the Duchie of Milan to the Emperon 
vie, ſaue the Caſtcll of Milan into the which the 
Duke put himſelfe and endured the ſiege, and the 
Caſtell of Cremona, both the which notwithſtat- 
ding the Imperialls enuyroned with trenches'on 
all{ides. TAIL 
But this ſeazing of the fayde Duchite cauſed 
the league to diſcouer it {clfe ſooner then others 
wiſe it would, The king to the ende he mought 
the ſooner recouer his libertie went into Spaine, 
hoping by preſent conference with the Emperour, 
the ſooner to compound all their controuerſies. ©* 
But the Emperours rigor was ſuch in rude handes 
ling him, neuer oncevouchſating to come' to ee 
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ee 
im, and propounding ſuch vnreaſonaVle conditi- 
ns a5 the king without the ruine of his Realme 
could not accept : that the King fell intoa moſt 
rous and almoſt deſperate diſeaſe for veric 
tc of minde , 
Wheretore the Emperour doubting to loſe 


the fruits of his victorie by the kings death,came 
&vilited him,8& ſo inthe end peace was cocluded 
hetwene the at 2 adrid, the 14 of Februarier525.af- 
erthe French, biff after the Italians 1526.being iuſt 
zyeare lacking but ro, daies fince y kings capriutie, 
hat you ſhall vnderſtand y the conditions of this 
teatie were ſo vnreaſonable that (as it is reported) 
theKing proteſted hee would not obſerue them, 
yhen he ſhould be returned into his Realme,eſpe- 
aally the articles for the reſtitution of Burgundy to 
the Emperour,and the relcaling of his ſoucraintic 
ouer Flaunders 
Notwithſtanding for the performance of this 
teatic Francs and Henry the kings Children were 
&livered in hoſtage to the Emperour, and for far- 
ter continuance of amitic beetweene theſe two 
frinces it was agreed that the king ſhould marie 
Eexor the Fmperours fiſter, promiſed as before you 
kaue heard to the Duke of Bourbon, but neuer witl: 
Wy meaning to performe it. 
And thus was the King deliuered, with promiſe 
thatifhe would not p-rforme the treatic,hethould

ninde vtterly condempned the treatic of Madrid, 
zforced vppon a priſoner by violenceand not be« 
ing in the kings powre to performe, and thus was 
thetreatic broken and the Emperour deluded,and 
þ his owne councell tould him he ſhould be, be- 
fore the Kings deliuerie, vnleſſe he altered ſome 

ints of the treatie. Notwithſtanding the King 
offered him two millions of crownes for the deli- 
verie of his children, and diuers other honorable 
conditions in conſideration of the articles tor the 
reſtitution of Burgundie, and the releaſe of the So- 
wraintie of Flaunders,which the Emperour vtter- 
þ reieted,charging the king with periuric, becauſe 
notperforming the treatic, he returned not priſo- 
ner againe according to his promiſe. But the Pope 
wluntarely without intreatic had aſſoyled him of 
that oath, 

The king perceuing the Emperours obſtinacie, 
rnewed his leaguewith the king of England, and 
ther cofederated himſelfe in Italic with y Pope, 
the Venetians,the Duke of Milan and diuers =. 
ates againſt the Emperour, who all ioyntly ſent 
mto him for the deliuerie of the kings children, 
offering him veric honorable conditions in conſt- 
deration thereof if he would accept of them, but 
bnding him to ſtande ſtifly vppon the treatic of 
Madrid, and that hee would admit no other con- 
| ditions, 
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ditions they iointly began warvpon him &inuadeg 
his domint6s in |talic,& came with their armiche. 
forc Milan hoping to take it & todcliucr the dukeof 
Milan who heid the Caſtle as yer,bur they failed of 
thcir purpolc,& were conſtrained with diſhonorty 
Icuic their fiege notwithſtanding yrtheirarmie came 
twicetotherclicic of the ſaid caitle of Milan,which 
the duke conlidering,deſpairing ot ſuccours, & be. 
ing almoſt ſtarued jn the caſtle tor victuals,he made 
a compoſius with the duke of Bourbon gouernour 
of Milan tor the Emperour, whereby he yelded the 
caſtle into his hands, and itwas agreed that Coma 
being held by the Imperials ſhould be deliveredto 
the duke of Milan, & that there he fhould refidetill 
the Empcrourhad heard his juſtification. The Em- 
pcrour lent againſt the confederats amightiearmie 
vnder the leading of the ſaid duke of Bourbon,and 
ſought alfo to ſtir vp a rebellion againſt the Popein 
Rorac itlclie by meancs ot the Coulonnors , whob 
cunning toke him piiſoner in the vatican, 8& made 
him yelde to ſuch conditions of peaceas pleated 
them,and conftrayned him to abandon his league 
with the confedcrars and to enter into league with 
the /mpcrials, & with theſe conditions he was de- 
Iiucred by che. But that notwithſtanding, the duke 
of Bourbon whole armic wanting pay deſired no 
t!:ing more then to be 1nriched with the fpoile of

Lautrech recouered 
all the ſayde Realme ſaue Naples it ſelfe,whichhe 
allo beſieged . But during that ſiege Andre D'oris 
who with the French nauic held the rowne enclo- 
ſed by ſea,ſodainely left the king,and went to the 
Emperours ſeruice,by meanes whereof the Impe- 
rialls were maſters of the Sea which beefore the 
French commaunded, 

Farther the ſayd D'oria reuolted Genoua allo 
from the king,& dyd much milſchicfeto the French 
by ſea. But their greateſt miſtortune, and the very 
ruine of this enterpriſe was the plague which ente- 
redinto the French camp,whereot Laurrech him- 
{cite dyed, and whereby his armie was ſo cxtenuas 
tedthattheftiege wasabandoned, and the French 
torced to retourne home hauing loſt all that they

In this fn the Prince of Orenge generll 
of the Emperours armie was ſlaine, Butthe ſayd 
Citie was ſo diſtreſſed that in the end it yelded,& 
was deliuered into the Popes hands,who puniſhed 
them with great ſeueritie, ſuppreſſed their liberties 
and cleane altered their ſtate. | 

This yeare alſo Ferdinand the Emperours bro-

N otwithſtanding he laboured to draw the Poye 
to his partic, by ottering a marizge beetweene the 
ſecond fonne of Fraunce & Carherin niece to the 
ſayd Pope,which aiterward alſo tooke effect, Ang 
not content therewith, hee ſought allo to ſtirreyp 
the Turke againſt che Emperour, and farther both 
he and the king of England practiſed a confedera. 
cie with ſuch ot the Princes of Germanie as th 
knew to be cuell affeaed to him. In this yeareal( 
the kings mother dyed, and the duchie of Britaine 
was incorporated to the crowne of Fraunce, 

Inthe yeare 1532, the Turke by the kings 
perſwaſion as the Emperour _ inuaded Hun- 
garic, & hauing ſpoyled and robbed all the Coug- 
trey retourned fodainely to Conſtantinople,con- 
trarie to the expeRation of the king of England 
and Fraunce,both the which hating the Emperour 
moſt deadly, mettogether abour this time at Bou- 
loyne, and after went both together to Calais, 
where they were agreed to haue proclaymed wart 
againſt the Empcrour during the Turkes invaſion 
of Hungarie. 

But the Turkes ſodaine d-parture out of the 
ſa;;de Realme, and his retourne to Conſtantinople 
cauſed them to alter their mindes, and to deferre 
the warre till a more conuenienttime, 

Notwithſtanding wiſely they gaue ſoorth, 
that their meeting was to conferre together how 
0 
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tomake reſiſtance againſt the Turck,& the better to 
colour their pretence, they (ent Ambaſladours to 
divers Princes of Germanie,& other potentares of 
driſtendome,to perſwadethe to enter into league 
wich them againſt the ſayd Turck. But the Empe- 
tor on } other{1de not being ignorant of thele their 


iſes came into [talie,and the Pope and he met 

ther at Bolonia, wher in outward demonſtra- 
tons were great ſignes of loue and amitie, But it 
well appeared that their harts were tarre aſunder, 
for the Emperour obtained no thing of that he 
deſired, . 

For firſt he perſwaded the Pope to beſtow his 
niece Catherine of Medices vppon Francis Storce 
Duke of Milan, and ſecondareclie that he would 
aſemble a generall councell both the which were 
denied him, oncly the Pope at the Emperours ear- 
neſt ſollicitation,and becauſe he would not altoge- 
ther diſcontent him, agreed to enter into league 
with the Emperour, with the king'ot Romains his 
brother, and the other potentates of lralie (all 
hue the Venetians who refuſed to be comprehen- 
ded in the ſayd league) tor the delence of their 
eſtates in Italie, and cach man was rated what 
charges he ſhould beare in thoſe warrs, 

But with what minde this league was made 
ſoone aſter well appearcd, for the Emperour was

perour commaunded it to be burned, and atthig 
time alſonotwithſtanding the kings ſolicitation for 


1534, the ſame reaſon it could not be obtained, Where. 


fore the king of England withdrew him felfe and 
his Realme from the Popes obedience,and proclai- 
med him ſelfe ſupreme head of the Church within 
his owne dominions, 

Soone after this meetingthe Pope dyed,and A. 
lexander Farneſeſucceded him by y name of Paule, 
the third. Farther the Duke of Wirtemberg ioy- 
ning vnto him the Lantzgraue of Heſle, by y kings 
ſolicitation & with his monie inuaded the Duchie 
of NE the ſayd Duke had before 
bene diſpoſleſled by the king of Romaines, andre- 
couered itlittleto the ſayd king of Romaines con- 
tentment, who notwithſtanding fearing farther 
troubles in the abſence of his brother the Empe- 
rour in Spaine, was forced to wink thereat.

The Emperour winneth T unis and Goulett 
in Afric. The king e/tabliſheth legions 
of footemen in Fraunce. VV arres bee- 
tweene the Emperour © the King abdut 
Sauoy . T he Emperour inuadeth Pro- 
wince with euill ſucceſſe . N aſſau bee ſue- 

eth Perona invayne. T he King inua- 
d-th Picardie and Artoys. The warrs 
of Piemont and Saluſſes, truce for three 
moneths. 


2 HE Emperour being in peace with 
EY the king made a journey into Africa 

M and conquered Thunis and Goutet- 
g ca,and fo victorioully returned into 
Zr Italic, The king in the meane time 
eabliſhed diuers lawes for the good gouernement 
of his Realme, and wichall made alſo great proui- 
fon for the warrs, for he leuyed in his Realme an 
amy of 50000, footemen which were in conti- 
nwall pay, and were diuidced into Legions afterthe 
uncient Romaine diſcipline, and theſe were al- 
waies in a redineſſero offend or defend as occa- 
hon required, In the meane time dyed the Duke 
of Milan, and the whole country was yelded to 
theEmperour,who ſeeing the king in a readinefle 
wih ſo mightic an armic, and doubting that he 
would vppon a ſodaine inuade the ſayd Duchie 


of Milan,bcing viterly vafurniſhed at that time of 


M.ui, all 
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all things neccſſarie for defence : thought goodto 
temporile with the king , and to entertaine him 
with communication of marriage beetweenethe 
Daulphin and the princeſle of Portugale daughter 
to Queene Elenor,and likewiſe betwene Moon ſieur 
de Angouleſme the kings third ſonne & the Princeſſe 
of Spaine the Emperours davghter,but notwith- 
ſtanding all this remporiſing,the hatred theſe twg 
princes bare the one to the other could noe lon. 
ger bee ſmothered, but brake out into a bluddie 
warre vppon this occaſion which I will now 6 
hearſe. 

The king claymed the duchic of Sauoy as 
appertayning to him in the right of his mother, 
for the which cauſe hee inuadecd it with his armie 
and conquered the whole countrey, The duke was 
entered into league with the Emperour and prayed 
ayde of him,who ſent Anthenie Leuato his reliefe, 
But the Kings armie beeing firſt in a readineſſe 
chaſed the Sauoyan cleane out of his Countrey 
before the Emperours ayde could come vnto him, 

The Emperour came to Rome where in the 
conliſtorie , hee made a moſt bitter inuetiue a+ 
; painſt the king, wherevnto the King anſwered 
4 .. bywriting at large. Farther the ſaydc Emperour 
{ 13>57* fſccing his confederate the Duke of Sauoy thus | 
| ſpoylcd of his countrcy, in a great fury cntered | 
with a mightie armie into Province, perſwading 
him{citcſoone to be Lord of all Fraunce. 

Put aftcr hee had remayncd in ho 
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while,and ſaw the preparation that the king made 
zpainſt hum, his armie allo being in greae penurie 
1nd diſtreſſe, becauſc the king had lo ſtopped all 
the paſſages that no victuals could come to his 
campe,he ſoone returned into [talic without do- 
ing any thing worthic of remembraunce, finding 
the Realme of Fraunce a morſell not (o ealic to 
be ſwalowed vs as he imagined, on the other ſide 
the Earle of Naſlau at the ſame time inuaded Pi- 
ardie and beſieged Perone,bur after he had Iyen 
wo moneths betore the towne,he was forced to 
kavie his ſiege and deparrythe (elfe ſame day that 
the Emperour retired out of Prouince, 

Then the King on tae other ſtde inuaded the 
Emperours dominions in Picardie and Artoys, 
where hee ſpoyled many townes and villages,and 
twoke Heſdin both towne and caſtell,and lykewiſe 
Saint Pol which he ſtrongly fortefied . Notwith- 


ſanding the armie Imperiall vnder the leading of 


the Earle of Buren, toone after recouercd Saint 
Pol, and entered into Fraunce , and tooke 
Montreuil and ſpoyled many other rownes, and 
there truce was concluded beerweene theſe two 
Princes dominions onely in thoſe parts, for tenne 
monethes. 

Bnt the warres in Piemont endured ſtill, for 
you ſhall vnderſtand that about this tyme Fran- 
cis Marques of Saluſſes moſt trayterouſly and 
without any occaſion left the King and wentto the 


Emperours ſeruice, forthe which cauſe the kings 
armie 


Pay I 
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armie in Picmont catcred into the ſayde Marqui. 
late and before any ayde could come to the Mar. 
ques from the Imperials, ſeazcd all the Countrey 
into the kings hands. 

Notwithſtanding ſoone after the armie Im. 
periall vnderthe leading ot the Marques du Guat 
recouered in manner the whole countrey againe, 
and reſtored it to the ſayde Marques, all ſauethe 
caſtels of Yerculo & Carmagnala,the later allo wher. 


* of they went and beſieged, & there the layde Mar. 


ques of Saluſles was flaine with a musket ſhot, 

But notwithſtanding that accident,the Marques 
of Gualt toke the ſaide Caſtell of Carmagnolla, and 
entered into Piemont where hee recouered many 
places, which the King ſeeing, ſent a mightie 
armie into Piemont vnder the leading of Henry 
the Daulphin his ſonne, who preſented bartayle 
to the ſayde Marques of Guaſt,which hee beeing 
farre infcriour in forces refuſed. 

The Daulphin recouered in a manner all 
the places that the ſayde Marques had betore tx 
ken. The king allo himſelfe paſſed: in perſon in- 
to Piemont . Wherevpon by the mediation of 
the Queene of Hungarie the Emperours fiſter a 
generall truce was concluded for three moneths 
as well for theſe parts as bectore it had beene for 
Picardie,

The Pope, the Emperour,and the king, mete 
abNice in Prouince, a truce u there 
concluded for tenne yeares .

] VT the Pope ſecing the miſerable 
ſtate Chriſtendome was brought in- 
to, through the continuall warrs of 
theſe two great Princes,trauayled all 
y hee could to eſtablith a firme peace 
betwene them, whcerefore he intrea- 
rd them both to mecte him at Nice in Prouince, 
Whercynto they both condeſcended , and 
xcordingly in lunc they all three metat the ſayde 
place of Nice, where the Pope endevoured to 
make a finall peace betweene them, but when hee 
perceiued that could by no meancs bee brought 
to paſſe, hee concluded a truce ior tenne yeares, 
which beeing done they all departed,the Pope to 
goe to Rome,gthe Emperour into Spaine,and the 
N king

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king by Auignion to retourne into Fraunce, But || 6 
ſo loone as the king was arriuedat Auignion, hee || q; 
reccaued newes that the Emperour becing at Villz 
Francha,would gladly againe ſpeake with him,and 
thatif1r pleaſed him to come to Aigueſmiortes he 
would there meete him, The king ſent the Queene 
to Villa Francha to viſit hir brother the Emperor, 
and himlclte tolowed after to Aiguelmortes,wher 
che Emperour came on land, and dyned with the 
King, andlodged with him all night in greatde. 
monltration oi loue and frarernitie « Afterward 
alſo the king went with the Emperour into his 
galey, where they were together a long time,& (0 
in great amitice departed the Empcrour into Spaine 
and the king home. 
1539. Inthe yeare 15 39. dyed the Emprefle, and the 
towne of Gaunt rebelled againſt the Emperovr,& 
ſent ro ſubmit themſelucs to the king, whonotone * 
ly refuſed them, bur alſo aduertiled the —_—_— 
thercot,who meaning in perſon to ſuppreſle rheit 
rebcliton, and knowing the tourney by {ca to bee 
long,and dangerous,becauſe tempeſt mought caſt 
him vpon the coait of England,(the king whereof 
was his encmie) as it had done his father in times 
paſt : (ent to the king, d: firing him that he mought 
pale rhe next way through France, promiſing him 
thereſtictution of Milan tor one of Ins ſonnes, but 
hee beſought him nor to demaund any affuraunce 
thereof in writin.z,till hee ſhould be come intothe 
low countreys, leaſt hee ſhould ſceme to wu 7: 
aide 
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fide duchic not of his owne accord , but by con- 
faint to obtaine his paſſage through Fraunce, 
The king agreed toall his demaunds,& receaued 
him into his real:ne,and conueighed him tarough 
itinto his owne dominions with all the honor that 
ibly mought be imagined. Butattcrhe was pal- 
{ed out of y rcalme of France,firſt he beganto tem- 
riſeabout the reſtitution of the ſaid Duchie of 
Milan till hce had ſpoken with his brother the king 
of Romaines,and afterwards flatly denied that he 
had made any ſuch promiſe at ail, and thus was the 
king deluded, agreable whereunto certaine words 
much vied by the Emperour in his paſſage through 
Francc,wer better vnderſtod after his ſaid paſſage 
bythe ſequel] that folowed, than whan they were 
witered, for you ſhal vaderitad y Afonſieur de Sanſſac 
rasappointcd to attend vpon him with all ſorts of 
Haukes, whercin theſaide Emperour (emed to take 
great delight, eſpecially with flying ar the Kight, 
which the French call Yoler {ce Milan in fo much 


that he vicd olren to a{ke the ſaid Sarfſuc whether: 


they ſhould Y o/er le Ar ilan, 

Which after his departurc out ot Fraunce and 
his deluding of the king for the reſtitution of the 
Duchic of Milan,was interpreted not to be ment 
o: flying at the Kight, but as a icaſt the Emperour 
n his owne conceit made at the Kings fimplicitie, 
in beelecuing that for his paſſage through Fraunce 
be would reſtore the ſaid Duchie, 
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The ſaid Emperour vnder colour and promiſe 
of pardoning the G.ntoys all their offences entered 
with his armic into Gaunt, where he made a blud. 
dy and cruell execution of all the oftendors , tooke 
away their weapons,ſeazed all their priuiledges, & 
builta Caſtle of the Abby of Saint Bauon to com- 
mand the towne & hould it inawe in the nature of 
a citadelle . This diſſimulation of the Emperours 
aboue mentioned touching the reſtituti6 of Milan 
ſo faithfully promiſed,gaue the king uſt cauſerobe 
iclous of all his actions, and to fortche himſelfe a. 
gainſt him with as many triends as he could make, 
wherfore he ſent Ceſar Fregoſe 8 Kicon his Ambaſ. 
ſadors the one to the Yenet1ans,y other to negotiate 
with the Turke, who paſſing peacably through the 
dominions of the Emperor as the Kings good bro- 
ther,friend and confederate,were both ſlainevpon 
the Riucrof Poe by the Marques of Gaſt ,and that 
by the Emperours commaundement as the King 
ſayde, whole meaning was to haue found their in- 
ſtructions about them, and ſo to have diſcouered 
ali the kings ſecrets. But the ſaid Ambaſſadors for 
the better aſſurance,had ſent their packers an other 
way to Venis, & ſo the ſaid Marques fayled of his 
purpoſe, The king demaunded iuſtice at the Empe- 
rours hands for this wicked fact, naming vnto him 
the men y had committed this vilanous murther,& 
direCtly prouing the ſayde Marques to haue beene 
author thereof, But becauſe the Emperour refuſed 
to doc iuſtice heerin,as reaſon was he ſh _— 

one, 
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Joneit is manifeſt that the fat was not commited 
hut by his commaundement, In this yeare alſo the 
Emperor made his iourney by lea into Africk pur- 
to beliege A7gter but his nauie was fo toſſed 

with tempeſt,that with great daunger of his perſon, 
and infinit lofle both ot treaſure,munition,thips,8& 
men,he was forced toreturne home.But ithad ben 
much more honorable tor him to haue gone toaide 
tisbrother,vhom y 7 «rke ſpoiled at this very time 
of the greatelt part of Hungarie , then to haue at- 
rmpted this voiage into Africk, which yking char- 
ged the Empcrour to procede of couardile, alledg- 
that becauſe he dutrſt not goe againſt the Turke 

- A in perſon in #«rgarie, he choſe the other 
aterpriſe as caſier and of lefle daunger : But to 


proceede,

warrs renewed bet wene the Emperour and the kizz.The 
ling invadeth the Emperour with foure armies, The Em- 

our inuadeth the Duke of Clewes,T he kins winneth 
Lander ſey,inuadeth Luxembourg —_ time. The 
Emperor ioyned with the king of England, be ſr:ged Lan- 
drſey,but in vainc. T he cauſes why the king of England 
bfe the kings friendſhip. 


THc king ſcing the Emperour returned from his 
voiage in Africk,(during the which likea Chri- 
ſtian Prince he forbare to attempt any waric againſt 
tim) ſolicited him earneſtly to doe juſtice for the 
murther of his two Ambaſſadors,and farther ſent 
. N.uj, to 
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to Marie Queene of Hungarie the Emperours 6. 
ſter & regent of ylow countries to have the towns 
of S. Pol deliuered to him according to the Arti. 
cles of the late truce concluded betwenerhe Em. 
perour andhim. But receauing vppon both thele 
points an anſwer that liked him not,he determined 
to recouer by warr that which he could not obtain 
by-reaſon.. Wherefore he inuaded the Emperourg 
dominions with foure {eucrall armies. Firſt he ſent 
one armie vnder the leading of the Daulphin his 
ſonneto beliege Perpignian in the coſitic of Rouf 
ſilion in Spaine, ſuppoſing the towne to be work 
prouided for detence than in deede it was,and'this 
armie did him no ſcruice, but was forced to retlrne 
home &relinquiſh the enterpriſe. The fec6d armit 
vndcr the leading of the Duke of Orleis the kings 
ſecod ſonne,inuadedjehe Duchie of Luxembourg, 
& toke almoſt all che ſtrog places rherot,cuen Luz 
cinboursg it lelte. 

Farther during the aboad of the Kings armie 
before Luxembourg, certaine bands were del 
ucred to the Duke of Longucuille and Martin 
van Roſſam, who met with the prince of Orenge 
comming to relicue the ſaid town of Luxembourg 
and ouerthrew him,and purſued kim even to And- 
werpe gnres,the ſuburbes alſo whereof they roke& 
ſpoiled & burned them, bur tlie towne they could 


not take, wherefore they returned to the Duke of 


C & 


Orlcans lying ſtill atthe ſiege of Luxembourg,and 
ioyned themtclues with him, | 


But 
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But Luxembourg bcing taken the king reuo- 
home his ſonne, whole back was no ſoner 
but-the Imperialls preſently recoucred all 

the fayd Duchic trom the French, 

The third armic vnder theleading of the Duke 
of Vendoſme' muaded Arinys and [poiledall the 
eountrie,and roke diuers ſmall places, and that be- 
igdone, the ſayd Duke lodged his armieall the 
winter in the garriſon rownes. The fourth armic 
was ſent into Piemont with a purpoſe to haue en- 
tered into the Duchie of Milan. But the Empe- 
murhad prouided well forthe d:tence thereof, be- 
{des thar to ſtay the French from attempting aught 

inſt che ſayd Duchie of Milan, the Marques of 

uaſt was (ent into Piemont to make head againſt 
the French, wacre betwene him and Monſieur de 
Langey generall of the French torces, who dyed 
quring theſe warts, and afterward betwene him 
and the Marſhall d' 4nncbault many feats of armes 
but no great exploit was done,& thus theſe toure 
amics ſtode the king in an exceſltu2 charge. and 
trned him neither to honor nor profit, Notwith- 
ſanding the armic that was in Picardie vnd-r the 
leading of the Duke of Vendoline, winter being 
paſt, put it ſclfe againe into the field and rok? di- 
vers places in Artoys,and namely Lilliers a little 
buta ſtrong rowne & likewiſe Bapaulme,& burned 
the both, finding almolt no reſiſtacein the cofrey, 


- becauſe 5 Emperour had withdrawen all his forces 


Our 
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out of the ſtrong places,and ſent for them toayde 
him againſt the Duke of Cleues, vppon whom 
made warte, and whoſe countrey heeconquered 
and ſubdewed atthis preſent, | 

But the King in the meane time to withdray 
the Emperour trom inuading the ſayde Duke of 
.Cleues being the kings cortederate, entercd with 
a mightic armic into the Fmperours dominions& 
tooke Landerſey and fortchied it,and afterwardalla 
ſent the Duke of 0r/eans againe to inuade theDy 
chie of Luxcmourg,who wan diuers townesinthat 
Countrey and namely recouered Luxembourg it 
ſelfe,which was now the ſecond tyme taken bythe 
French. 

The Emperour on the other {ide being aydedby 
the king of England beſieged Zanderſey tortefiedby 
the French as you have heard , whether the King 
came in perſon with a mightiearmie to relicuethe 
towne, in ſuch ſort thatthe two armies ioyned ſo 
w_ rogether that the battell was aſſuredly looked 
or, | 

But the king hauing ſufficiently victualed andre 
lieued the towne which was the onely cauſe ot his 
comming, retired {afly with his armie into France, 
and the Empcrour ſooneaiter,tor want of viſuals, 
and becauſe ot the continvall raine that fell,& the 
winter that approched,about y ſeucnth or cighth 
ot November leuyed his hege. A man may mat- 
vayle heere how it ſhoule come to paſſe that the- 
King 0: England,betwene whom and the King had 
beene 
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beneſo ſtraighta league,and from whom ſo many 
aneſics had proceded towards the king and his 
\Realmein their moſt troubles and greateſt aduerli- 
tes, ſhould now become his foe and ioyne with 
the Emperour (whom hee had ſo deadly hatcd) in 
theinuaſion of the kings dominions, 

But you ſhal vnderſtand that this proceded partly 


I of the king of Englands owne diſpoſition, partly 


through the kings fault, and partly through the 
rours cunning. Firſt as touching the King 

of England,trew it 1s that as himſelfe was a Prince 
of anoble and a franck minde and one rhatwould 
endeuour to pleaſure his friend to his vttermoſt 
wer: ſoif himſclic likewiſe were not fatiſfied in 
alhis demaunds at his friends hands, hee was by 
nature apte to ſtrange himſelte from his triend,nor 
twaycs ſo depely conſidering as was requiſit his 
friends abilitic to accompliſh that which hee deft- 


ted, 

And becauſe hee had ſhewed himſelfe a firme, 
yea almoſt an onely friend to the realme of France 
during the time of the kings captivitie,and after- 
wards atthe deliverie of the Children of Fraunce 
4 before mention is madc,he toke it very vnkinde- 
ly at the kings hand . Firſt that hee payed not his 
money dew vnto him, tor the which he had given 
the king fiue yeares day of payment,and the pay- 
ment whereof the Emperour had turned ouer vp- 
pon the king of purpole to ſet theſe ewo Princes at 


vatiance as belore you have heard, 
O Secondarely 
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Secondarely he was grieued that theking obtained 
not forhim the Bull of deuorceat the Popes hz 
which he was perſwaded theking by his authoritis 
mought haue procured, if he haddeltfo 

in that bulinetſcas —_— uired y heſh 
Now as touching the king he fayled towards the 
king of England in y firſt point that is the paymerit 
of his monic, through want of abilitic,fortheEm- 
peror held him in ſuch continuall wars,that he wis 
forced to leauic cxtreamly of his ſubiects, & neuer 
could bein caſe to pay debrs,& as touching the ſe 
cond point namely y Bull of deuorce, trew itisthat 
the king after y reſtitution of his children trauailed 
not ſo carneſtly in y buſines as before he had done, 
cither becauſe he held ſomwhart of the diſpoſition 
vf his countrey men,who are ſaiae to remember good 
turnzs nolonger the they be in doing, or becauſe he was 
loth to offend y Emperour, with whom he hadc6- 
cluded peace & whoſe ſiſter he had maricd,orbe- 
cauſe he found y Pope obſtinate,or a feard to grafit 
theBullin reſpe& of the Emperors greatnes in [ta- 
lie,or laſtly becauſe he held the caſe deſperate,eſpe- 
cially after the king of Englands reuolt fromthe 
Pope. Whether any of theſe reaſons,or all of them, 
or [ome othervaknowne to vs cauſed him to deale 
cowldlyin the king of Englands bulineſſe wecan 
but devine, but certaineit is that the kings remil- 
neſſe in this cauſe mightely gricucd the King of 


England,and diminiſhed agreat part of his loue to» 
wardsthe king, 
Laſtly 


© Laſtly as touching the Emperour, hee vſed ex- 
eding cunning to ſeucr rhele two Princes, whoſe 
te hee 1aw to bee the countceimine ot all his 
patties and procedings. 
* For firſt hee turned ouer his owne debtto the 
kng of England,vpon the king of Fraunce,of pur- 
ole to calt a boane berweene them to ſet them 
variance as before you haue heard : Farther to 
fone as he perceued the king of Englands minde 
to bee a litele alienated from the king, hee tayled 
notto doe his endeuour to aggrauate cucrie ſmall 
yakindeneſle, and to make a mountaine of cucric 
moulchill, 

Beelides this hee wroare paſſing kinde letters to 
the king of England,deliring him to remember the 
oulde triendſhip that had euer beene betwene the 
houſe of Burgundic and the Realme of England, 
andlikewiſc not to forget the auncientenmiticand 
the many quarells that were yer depending bee- 

tweene England and Fraunce, adding thatit any 

ynkindeneſſe bad paſſed betweene them two in 
regard of his Aunts cauſe, it was now cleane for- 
gotten on his part by. his Aunts death , intima- 
ting farther vnto him,thar if hee the ſayde Empe- 
rour would embrace the king of France his friend- 
ſhip : the king offered to enter into league with 
him, and to abandon his league with the ſayd king 
of England,or any otker prince in Chriſtendome 
that the ſayde Emperour ſhould miſlike of. 
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And at ſuch times as the Emperour had theſe 
purpoles in his head, hee would in apparance 
make ſo much of the king of Fraunce, and haue 
ſuch conference with him and his Ambaſſadors, 
and ſceme ſo wholy in all matters to depend yp. 
pon his dire&tion and aduiſe, that hee made not 
onely the king of England, burtall the kings other 
chaledemns in Chriſtendome to doubt that he 
ment to doe as the Emperours letters reported, 
namely to enter into league with him , and to 
forlake all his other friends, and thus vnderhand 
the Emperour made the king himſelfe the inſtru- 
ment to cut his owne throat, and to ſcuerfrom 
him all his friends. 

Whervnto I alſo adde that todraw the king of 
England to his partie & to ioyne armes with him, 
he offered him of the conqueſt of Fraunce what 
portion he would deſire himſelfe, and by theſe 
meanes was the King of England wonne from + 
the Kings friendſhip, and ſent a Herraulc to de- 
fie the King , and preſently paſſed oucr his for- 
ces to ioyne with the Emperour before Landercy 


as alreadic you haue heard, But to returneto the 
martcrs 


The 
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The Turke ioyned with the kings forces, 
take Nice in Province , the Emperour 
entereth into Cambray. Furſtembergs 
ſucceſſe in the duchie of Luxembourg. 
The Engliſh ſpoyle the Countrey of 
Bouloynoys . T he warres in Piemont, 
and the battayle of Serizoles , The 
Emperour recouereth Luxembourg,hee 
and the King of England inuade 
Fraunce . The King of England win- 
neth Boloyn , peace betwene all theſe 
Princes . The death of the Kings of 
England and Fraunce . 


He King ſeeing him ſelfe thus in- 
uaded by the Emperour and the 
King of England , was forced to 
g pray in ayde of the Turke , who 
x] ſent his nauic to ioyne with the 
Kings in the ſiege of Nice in Pro- 
kince,and the rowne they tooke & therein exc- 
cuted great crueltie , but the Caſtle they could 
dot take, wherefore they retired themſclues, 

The Emperour on the other {ide by cunning 
entered into the towne of Cambray,and in appa- 
rnce leſt them in their auncient libertie, bur in- 
dede ſo brideled them, by a citadelle which he 
QO.j, cauicd 
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cauſed the Citizens the ſelues attheir owne charge 
to build,and into the which he puta gariſon ot his 
owne ſouldiours, that he brought them to plaing 
{laucricand bondage. Farthertheſayd Emperour 
ſent alſo Willia Farle of Furſtemberg withan amy 


'to recover Luxcmbourg,who recoucred diucrs pl; 


ces in the countrey,& wentand layed his ſiege be. 
fore Luxembourg it ſel/e,but hearing of the prince 
of Melphes coming to ſuccour the rowneghe leuy. 
ed his fiege & retired into Allemayne,& the Frech 
recouered all the places that belorethey hadloſt, 
But the Engliſh on the other (ide ſpoiled and torts 
ged all the countrey of Boulonoys, The king ha 
ving ſuccoured Luxembourg,ſentan army into Pie 
mont vnder the leading of the Earle of Aughien a 
moſt valiant yong prince, who wan diuers townes 
there & in the Marquiſat of Salufſes from the Mar- 
ques of Guaſt gencrall of the Emperours forces,& 
went and belicged Carignan,whether the ſaid Mar: 
ques with yarmy Imperiall came to leuic the ſiege, 
butthe French at a place called Serizoles,gauehim 
battaile and overthrew him,& ſlew 7000.0f his at- 
mic and tooke 2000 priſoners. After the which bat- 
taile the {aid Monſieur d'Aughien toke Carignan 
and diuers other townes in Picmont & in the Mar- 
quifat of Montferrat . But on the other fide the 
Emperour with a huge armiec inuaded the Duckie 
of Luxembourg,and recouered Luxembourg the 
chiefce Citie thereof, and divers other townes, and 
namely S,Diſficr,which laſt was tak@ with greatdif 
ficulve 
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4mie. This yearcalſo the Emperour & the king of 

{xd being cofederated together,inuaded France 
ith ſo great forces, itis reported aboue 80000, 
m&to haue benin both theirarmies, Their purpoſe 
was to haue ſacked Paris,as vndoubtedly they had 
done, if the king of England had marched for- 
ward according to his promis to the Emperour, & 
hadnotſtayedat the ſiege of Bouloyne,by meanes 
whereof the Emperour ſceing his armic to be in 
ditreſſe of victualls, & that the Engliſh armie mar- 
chednot forward to his ſuccouraccording to their 
zgrement, concluded peace with the king and reti- 
red his forces out of Fraunce. In the meane time 
the king of England wan Boloyne which was yel- 
ded to him by Monſieur de Veruins the fourth of 
September, which being done the king of England 
returned home and landed at Doucr the farlt of 
0Qober, 

Notwithſtanding the next yeare after many { kir- 
miſhes and fcates of armes done betwen the french 
and Engliſh as well by ſca as land, peace was trea- 
ted off betwene theſe tivo Kings, and in the ende 
atter many difkcultiecs oncluded,burtnot proclay- 
med before Whitſonday being the thiirtenth of 
June 1546. & thus God miraculouſly preferuced the 
Realmeof Fraunce,which vndoubtedly had Rode 
in great daunger, i: God had not put into the 
king of Englands head to ſtay at the ſiege of Bou- 
lonic and not to march forward to ioync with the 

Einpc- 
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Emperour as hee ought to haue done,which his 
error in all apparance was the preſeruation of the 
Realme of Fraunce. 

1546, The Empcrour hauing made peace with the 
king entered into warre againſt the Proteſtants of 
Germanie, and both he & they ſent to king Fran- 
ces for ayde, but he retuled to give ayde to ey. 

g ther of them, promiling to be an indifferent friend 
to both, 

The cight and twenteth of Ianuarie folowi 
died Henry king of England, which newes the king 
tooke oe when he heard it,as well becaule 
of the great good will that had been betweneths, 
asalſo becauſe the king was in hope to haue made 
a firme league with him, & laſtly becauſe they two 
hauing beene almoſt of one yeares and of one c6- 

lexion,he foreſaw his owne ende to draw neere, 
Nomriciſtanding after the ſayd king of Englands 
death,he renewed the league lately made betwene 
them twaine,with king Edward king Henryes fon, 
and not long after dyedalſo himſelte at Rambollet 
the laſt day ot March in the yeare 15 46. after the 
French accompr,who begin not y yeare till Eaſter, 
having liued 5 3. yeares & reigned two and thirtie 
and three moneths,and ſixe dayes, 

This was a Prince endued with many excellent 
parts, eſpecially magnanimitic, curteſie andlibera- 
litie, and farther ſo greata patron, louer, andad- 


10 uauncer of learning,that he may iuſtly be called the 
” father &iounder of good letters. What his fortune 
R was 
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foward then fauourablevnto him , butone great 

cof God he had,thatno aduerhitie was able to 
Riniſh the magnanimitie ot his minde, beſides 
that he was of an excellent memoric and cxcedi ng 
eloquent in his owne tongue,

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namely the Duke of Saxonie, andthe Lantzgrayg 
oft Heſſen, and diners other Princes and townez 
contederated with them againſt him, perſwadins 
the Pope (who ſent him ayde in theſe warrs) tha 
his quarcl was Religion, but to y princes Proteſtits 
of Germanie,many of y which were in his Camp& 
ayted him,he pretended that he madewarr vppon 
them ior their rebell:on,although in truth ncither 
of both theſe were the cauſe motite of this warre, 
but his owne ambition, for his purpoſe was by y. 
{ing the Germanies help againſt the Germaines, ſo 
to weaken both parts, and in the meane time ſoto 
plant garriſons ot Spaniards in the ſtrong places of 
the countrey, that in the ende he mought make 
the caſter conqueſt of the whole, And ſuch ſucceſſe 
he had at the beginning of tlieſc warrs,that he toke 
the Duke of Saxonie priſoner, & made the Lantz- 
oraue come & yeld him felfe to his mercie,but with 
this condition that he ſhould not be detained in 
priſon, which article the Emperour ſo gloaſed with 
a Spaniſh expoſition, that,that notwithſtanding he 
cmpriſoned bien alloadaing that thearticle menti- 
oned onely perpetual empriſonment. The Paliz- 
vrauc alſo and the Duke of Wirtemberg and di- 
uers other Princes and free Townes ſubmitted 
them ſclues to him and with their money bought 
their peace. | 

You haue heard before how Henry the eight 
king of England dyeda little before king Francis, 
and left behinde him Prince Edward his op > 
CN1ICMC 
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childe about tenne yeares of age, the ſfayed King 
Henry before his dearh had practiſed a marriage in 
Scotland betwene the ſayd prince his lonne alter- 
ward called Edward the vj.and the heyre of Scot- 
Jnd being about foure yeares of age, an@lo farre 
this matter was proceded in, that the greatelt part 
of the ſtates of Scotland had giuen their contene 
thereunto,but after king Henrys death, by the per- 
fualion of the Queene inother being of the houſe 
of Guyſe,and by thc pratife of the French faction 
(who could not endure this vniting of theſe two 
Realmes by y ſayd mariage) the treatie made with 
king Henry was diſauowed, and a practiſe ſet on 
fote to beſtow this yong Princes vpon the Daul- 
phin of Fraunce, for the which caule, the Engliſh 
menentered into Scotland with a mighticarmie,8& 
þoiled all the countrie, whom the Scotts.encoun- 
kring with all their forces at a place called Muſcle- 
borow, were ouerthrowen and a great number of 
them ſlayne,,in September this yeare 15 4 7.after 
the which victorie the Engliſh men tooke manie 
Caſtles and ſtrong places, and entered as farre as 
Edemborough the chicie Citic of the Countrey, 
and fortited Hedington a ſtrong Towne, where 
whathappened & what iſluc thele warres had, here- 
ater you ſhall heare. 

The Emperour hauing ended his warres a- 
doue mentioned in Germanie,and eſtabliſhed the 
Interim which was atorme of Religion to bee ob- 
krucd till the aflemblic of a generall counſell came 
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downc into the low countries , leading the Duke 
of Saxoniec and the Lantzgraue with him as it were 
in triumph, to the no ſmall griefe of divers Princes 
of the Empire,eſpecially of Duke Mavazrcs fonne 
inlaw w the ſayde Lantzgraue, as the ſequell ſhall 
well declare, About this tyme alſo the Prince of 
Spaine the Emperours ſonne came out of Spaine 
into Italie , and from thence to Bruxelles to his 
father beeing —_— receaued in all places 
through which he paſſed. | 

But the Realme of Fraunce beeing deliuered 
from forrayne warres , beeganne to bee vexed 
with domeſticall ſeditions , for a great rebelli. 
on was rayſed at Bovxvzavx and through all 
Gvienns and XaintO1GNs, for a newe impo- 
ſition increaſed vppon Sault , for the appealing 
whereof the Conſtable and Monficur d' Aumal- 
le were ſent into thoſe partes, who puniſhed 
very ſharply them of Bovxvzavx becauſe they 
had ſlaine the kings officers and commited many 
diſorders , and tooke from them all their priuiled- 
ges, and condemned both them and other townes 
that had offended ingreat ſummes of money,and 
lo appeaſed the tumult.

knowing how preiudiciall it ſhould bee for him 
and his Realme to ſuffer the Engliſh men to neſtle 
in Scotland, ſent thethcr an armie of 6000. men 
vader the leading of Monſiur dE ſſe,Strozzi, the 
Rhingranz,and others, who made head againſt the 
Engliſh men and much endamaged them,& wanne 
Hedington which they had fortefied from them, 
while in the meanc time their nauie conucighed 
the young Queene into Fraunce,notwithſtanding 
the Engith nauic that lay vpon the Sca to ſtoppe 
their paſſage, purpoſly to haue ſurpriſed the ſayde 
oung Queene and to haue brought hir into Eng- 
d, butthe French nauic eſcaped them and ari- 


ued fafly in Fraunce, 
P.iij. After 
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Aſterthe conueighing away ot the young queene 
the king reuoqued d' Effe, and ſent de Thermey a 
valiant ſouldier and a wiſe man to take the charge 
of his armie in Scotland, willing him to buſie the 
Engliſh men on that fide, while the French forces 
entered into the Countrey ot Boulonoys,for not- 
withſtanding that peace had beene concluded ( as 
before you hauc heard) betwene by Francisand 
king Henry before their death, and afterward cons 
firmed alſo betwene the two Realmes:yetthatnot- 
withſtanding the French perceauing the Realmeof 
England to a yexed with ſeditions becauſe of the 
alteration of Religion: vied that opportunitie, and 
belicged Bouloyne but could not take it, notwiths 
ſtanding diuers other ſmall peces held by the Eng. 
liſh in the countrey of Boulonoys namely Boulon- 
berg, Hambletow,and Montlambert,and diuers 0+ 
ther they toke, This yeare alſo the tenth of Nouem- 
ber died Pope Paule the third, to whom after three 
moneths diſſencion in the Conſiſtorie ſucceded Iu» 
lius the third,and this yearealſo in December died 
Margaret queene of Nauarra ſiſter to king Francis, 
a Lacy of an excelent ſpirit. ; 
But atter theſe wars aboue mentioned had thus paſ: 
ſed as you hauc hard lince v beginning of this kings 
reigne betwene y French & Engliſh nations as well 
in Scotland as in Boulonoys : both parts diſpoſed 
thcleluesro peace, England was afflicted not onely 
with forraine watrs, but alſo with domeſticall ſedt- 
tions oi the commons, and diſlentions among the 
nobles 
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nobles,8& the French king was entercd into praile 
ainſtthe Emperour, both in Iralie with Oftauio 
Prince of Parma,and in Germanie with duke Mau- 
rceand diuers other Princes , who hated the Em- 
deadly for his extreame tiranie vied againſt 
theliberties of their country, Wherefore the King 
meaning to attempt ſomewhat againſt the Empe- 
tour was the more inclined to make peace with 
fogland,thereby to haue all cleere on that fide of 
Fraunce.Both the Realmes therfore being thus dif- 
ſed to concord, their commiſſioners met & con« 
cuded peace with theſe coditions, Boloyne was re- 
tored to the French, tyr the which they payed to 
theking of England 400000.crownes. The king of 
England promiſed to marie Elizabeth the cldeſt 
hter of Fraunce,afterward wife to Philip king 
of Spaine. Both Engliſh and French departed - 
Scotland which was ordained to be gouerned by 
one of their owne nation, and both the Kings 
weremade knights each of others order,

ltalie as in Germanic,

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The firſt attempt that he made againſt the Fm. 
perour was the warre of Parma in italie, which be. 
gan vpon this occaſion: Petrus Aloiitus Francſiug 
{onne to Pope Paule the third had giuen him 
his father with the conſcnt of the conliſtorie of 
Cardinalls Parma and Placencia in cxchaunge of 
other lands,and was created Duke thereof, 

This Peter the tenth of Septemberin the yeare 
1547. wasſlainc in his owne houle not without 
the conſent of Ferdinando Gonzaga gouernour 
of Milan for the Emperour as it was thought, For 
preſently vpon his death the ſaid Ferdinandocame 
to Placencia, and entered into it,and placed a gar- 
riſon in ittothe Empcrours vic,and tartheralowed 
Giouanni Aguzzolo who killed the ſayde Peter, 
with his owne hands,twentic ſouldiours for his 
guard. Octauius Peters ſonneand {onne inlawto 
the Emperour (for he had married the Emperours 
baſe daughter widow of Alexander Medices duke 
of Florence) demaunded of the Emperour againſt 
Gonzaga iuſtice of his fathers death,and that Pla- 
ccntia mought bee reſtored to him againe, butre- 
ceauing tro him no thing but delatorie anſwers,& 
fcaring to be ſpoiled of Parma as alrcadie he was 
of Placentia : hee ſought for ſuccour at the hands 
of Iulius tertius newly choſen Pope,who miſkking 
the Empcrours greatnes in Italic, perſwaded Octa- 
uius to put himiclt vnder the protection of France, 
not ſo much regarding Octauius good thereby 
as 
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z hoping by this meanes to ſet theſe two Princes 
avariaunce,which hee accompted the onely pre- 
kruation of his owne eſtate. Bur the Emperoux on 
the other fide becing exceedingly oftended with 
this revolt of Octauioto the French,practiſed with 
thePope to claime Parma as y right of the Church, 
andtoexcomunicate Octauioas the Church rebel, 
promiſing him if he would ſo doe, that hee would 
enterinto theſe warres and befiege Parma, and re- 
fore itto the Church if it were recouecred. 
Wherevpon the Pope reſpecting his owne pro- 
ftmore th& his credit or the goodneſle of the caule: 
terly abandoned Octauio and ioyned with the 
Emperour in this warre . But the king having re- 
ceaued Octauio into his protection and that by the 
Popes owne perſwalton, promiſed to defend him 
both againſt the Emperors ambition and violence, 
andlixewiſe againſt the Popes trecherous incon- 


fancie,who as you haue heard beingreuolted from 


0Rauio,ioyned with the Emperour in this warre 
mhope to recouer Parmaforthe Church , where- 
forethe king fortefied Parma and manned ir, and 
lkewife Mirandula, the Farle whereot fearing con - 
tinually to be ſurpriſed by Gonzague,toyned with 
the French, and receaucd into the tone certaine 
French bands ſent thither out of P:emonr by the 
marſhal Briſfac.Gonzague on the other ſide by the 
Emperours commaundement went and beſieged 
Parma bur all in ths Popes name,for neither would 


tieEmperour ſeeme to attempt any thing againſt 
the 
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the King,but onely to aidethe Pope ina iuſtcauſe 
neither wouldthe King ſeeme toattemptanything 
againſt the Emperour, but onely to ayde ORauig 
becing vader his protection in his iult cauſe, 

But this difſlumulation betweene theſe two Prin. 
ces held not long,tor as Monſieur # Andelot paſſed 
through the Emperours domintons in Lombardie 
with ccrtaine bandes of men\,to put himſelfe into 
Parma by the ways commandement,notwithſtan- 
ding that they paſſed quietlic without harmedoin 
as in their friendes country,yet was the ſaid d' 4y- 
delot ſtaied priſoner by the [mperialls and iuſtefied 
for a good przſc,wherevpon the King charged the 
Emperour with breach of the truce and beegan to 


- make watre ypon him onall ſides, 


A man may thitvke the King was not well aui- 
ſed to enter into this warre for Otauios cauſe,in 
whom being the Emperours ſonne in law he could 
repoſe no allured truſt,and who hee mought aſſure 
himlſclfe vpon the reſtitution of Placentia would 
alwaies be ready to giuehimthe ſlip,8 ſo in deede 
he did bcing reſtored therevnto in the yeare 1556, 
But you muſt know that the xing vſed this matter 
but as a coulour to prouoke an open warre bee- 
tweenethe Emperour and him, as hee was ſure it 
would inthe ende, and the which thing he prin- 
Cipally deſtred, both becauſe hee was yong and na- 
turally cnclined to martiall affaires,and alſo becaule 
hee hoped while the Empcrour was buſied with 
the Princes of Allemaine,with whom the king had 


good 
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od intelligence,to recouer the duchie of Milan, 
in the which as allo in diuers other parts of Italte 
he had many good iriends, But the warrs of Ger- 
manic had a ſpecdier end then hee expected,after * 
thewhich the Emperour held him play in ſo many 
es,that hee had no leaſure to looke ouer the 
mountaines ina good many yeares after this, and 
bur cuill when hetoke that enterpriſe in hand 
a5 heereafter you ſhall heere, And ſo it appeereth 
that whatſocuer man purpoſeth God diſpoſcth af- 
terwards thereof as it pleaſeth him, Gonzague as 
ou haue heard beſiged Parma,& the Pope on the 
other ſidc,to diſtract the kings torces belieged Mi- 
rndula. 

But the King auowing the truce to bee bro- 
ken,beecauſe of Monſuur a Andelots impriſonment 
aboue mentioned, ſent to Brifſac new {upplies in- 
to Picemont,commaunding him not onely to ſuc- 
cour Parma and Mirandula,but alſo to endamage 
the Emperours dominions in thoſe partes by all 
the meanes he mought. 

Wherevpon the ſaide Brifſac wanne diuers 
townes in Piemont & in the Marquiſate of Mont- 
ferrate from the Imperialls, and put the whole 
Duchic of milan into {o great {care that Gonzague 
was torced (or the detence thereof to abandon the 
fiege of Parma & retire thether. The Popealſo pre- 
ualed no better beefore wirandula,but loſt many 
of his men beſorethe towne,and among the reſt his 
Nephew Giowann Bitlifta ue Monte, 
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Wherfore ſeing his hope fruſtrate for y recouerie 
of Parma and Mirandula,and being columed with 
the charges of the warres,and tarther perceauing a 
- new tempeſt readie to arile againſt the Emperour 
from Duke Maurice, and other princes of Con 
nic, with whom while the Emperour was buſied, 
himſelfe by the French mought be vtterly ruina. 
ted : Whereynto I alſo adde thatthe king had al. 
readie forbiddenany cauſe whatſocuer to be remo- 
ued out of his realme toRome,which was no ſmall 
blow to the Popes purſe , and farther had vtt 
refuſed to ſend any ofthe Clergie of his Realmeto 
the counſell of Trent or to acceptthat as a gene. 
rall counſell, and hadalſo perſwaded the Swyſlers 
. todocthelyke,greatly to the derogation of his au- 
thoritic pontificall : for theſe reaſons I ſay thePope 
ended the warres of Parma and Mirandula,andnot 
onely forſoke the Emperour, but alſo deliuered in- 
to the hands of the Earle of Mirandula all thoſe 
fortes that during the ſiege thereof had hene built 
at the Emperours charge , ſo that by the Popes 
treaſon the French held Mirandula made impreg- 
nable by the Emperours purſe. The kings nauic 
alſo vpon the ſea toke diuers Flemiſh and Holan- 
diſh ſhippes of great price,and the Turke likewiſe 
about this time wanne Tripoly in Africk from the 
Empcrour, which the ſayde Emperour toke very 
oricuouſly and attributed the loſle thereof to the 
king by whole periwaſton the Turke conuerted his 
forces thither as the Emperour ſayde, 
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PP arres _ the Emperour and the 
Princes of Germanie. The king ente- 
reth intoGermanie,hee carrieth away 
the duke of Lorr aine,inuadeth Luxem- 
bourg, Haynault and Picardie, 


> Ou hauc heard before how the Prin- 
$F9 ces of Germanie were cuell affected 
” towards the Emperour for tirannizing 
/ ouer their Countrey, and eſpecially 
7 Duke Mavzics beecauſcthe Lantz- 
his father in law was ſtill held priſoner by 
Emperour, for whoſe deliueric duke Mavxic x 
had layde his honor to pawne, wherfore ſeing they 
could haue no reaſon atthe Emperors hands, they 
purpoſed to obtaine it by y ſword,& hauing made 
zfirme league with the king they leuyed a mighty 
amic,and aſſaulted the Emperour vpon ſuch a {o- 
Gine, that he was forced for feare of his life to 
fye from Iuſburg through the mountaines in the 
mghe by torchlight with a ſmail company, where 
nhis paſſage hee had almoſt broaken his neck. A 
ſraunge chaunge of Fortune, that ſo mighticand 
mn an Emperour, the lyke of whom Chriſten- 
me had not ſcene in many hundered yeares be- 
foreſhould bethus purſcwed and that by his owne 
ſubie,yea and ſach a ſubicct as himſeltc not long 
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before had highly aduanced . Notwithſtandi 
ſoone after by the mediatis of the king of Romaine 
the Emperours brother, peace was concluded be. 
tweene the Emperour and his Princes, andthe 
Lantzgraue and the Duke of Saxonie were reſts. 
red to their libertie, notwithſtanding that the later 
of them would not depart from the Emperour,but 
folowed him in all theſe trobleſome broyles, bee« 
cauſe hee would not receaue his libertie by Duke 
Maurice his meanes. | 

The King on the other (ide during theſe trow 
bles betweene the Emperour and theſe Allemaine 
Princes, accordingly as was agreed betweenehim 
and the ſayde Princes,entered into Germanie,with 
the title of ProteQor of the libertic thereof , and 
toke Metz in Lorraine an Imperiall towne, and 
likewiſe Thoul, Verdun, and Nancy, and carryed 
away the young Duke of Lorraine with him, far- 
ther he marched as farr as Strauſbourg & Hagenau 
neere to Spire , where the Ambaſſadors of the 
Princes of the Empire came to him and gaue 
him thankes tor his readic ſuccour in the defence 
of the libertic of Germanie, and ſignified allo 
vnto him that they beeing now reconciled to 
the Emperour ſhould haue no occaſion farther 
to craue his ayde. Wherevpon the king withdrew 
his forces out of Germanie, the rather becauſe hee 
was giuen to vnderſtand that Martin van Roſſem 
had entered and {poyled ſome part of Campaine, 
and thatthe queene of Hungarie had taken I 
a 
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{ſmall towne vppon the Meuze belonging to the 
Duke of Lorraine, Wherefore the king entered in- 
phe Duchic of Luxembourg, and wannediuers 
wwnes there,hee toke priſoner allo there the Farle 
ofManſfelde and reſtored Bouillon to the houle of 
laMarche. 

The Conſtable likewiſe by the kings commaun- 
dement entered into Haynault and Picardie and 
made great ſpoylethere, which beeing done, the 
king becauſe of thefoule wether diſmiſſed his army 

ingreattriumph returned to Paris,

But the Duke d'Aumale diſcoucring his praQti- 
les with the Emperour,ſet vpon him with certaine 
troupes of hoxicmen being vnder his leading, but 
to his owne colt, forthe Marques oucrthrew him 


and 
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amd toke him priſoner & receaued 50000. crownes 
for his ranſome, which the duchic of Valentinoys 
the kings Minion and mother in law to the fayde 
Duke cauſed the king to pay. | 

Afterthis the ſayde Marques ouerthrew alſo a 

t conuoy of victualls comming to the rclicte 
of the rowne of Metz, and that becing done rcti- 
rd himſelte with all his Troupes into the Empe- 
rours campe. 

Farther you ſhall vnderſtand that during this 
of Metz, the Prince of Salernein the Realme 
of Naples, beecauſe of the extreame tirannie and 
aueltic that Don Piedro de Toledo vnclcto the 
Duke of Alua vied in the Countrey whereof the 
kyde Prince could haue no redreſle at the Empe- 
wurs hands turned French, as dyd alſo the towne 
of Siena having firſt razed the citadelle built by 
the Eggperour to oppreſle their libertie, and cha- 
ed all the Spainards out of their towne, 

An other armie of the Emperours vnder the 
kading of Monſirur de Renx entered into Picardie, 
and burned many townes and vilages, and name- 
the Caſtcll of Foulenbray a place wherein the 
king toke great delight , they wanne alſo Heſain 
doth rowne and Caſtell and many other places, 
notwithſtanding the nineteenth of: December in 
this yery yeare Monſrenr de Yendo/me recouered 
Heſcin 2nd afterward all the other townes, and on 
the other ſide the Marſhall of Briſſac in Piemont wan 


from the Empcrour the towne of , liba, 
R But 
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But to returne to the ſtege of Metz. Notwithſtan. 
ding that.the Emperour ved all warlike attem 
for the taking of the towne,and ſo cotinually bear 
it with attileric, that itis reported by ſome his bat. 
eerie to haue beene heard as farre as Strauſbour 
and by otherſome aboue 2 2. Duch miles from 
the towne: yer was the induſtric of thoſe withinthe 
towne, andthe miſeric of his ſouldiours without 
the towne ſuch , his camp being moſt gricuoully 
afflited with the plague,famine,bluddie flux, and 
cold, the liege continewing inthe midl(t of an ex- 
treame winter as before you hauc heard: that hee 
was forced to leuic his ſiege & returne into Flaun- 
ders,the ſecond day of Ianuarie 1553.atterthe Duch 
& Ttalian accompt who begin the yeare the firſt of 
Tanuarie, but 155 2. after the French who beginit 
not till Eaſter, At his departure to the ende hee 
mought returne with the more ſpeede, he PV into 
the Riucr a great part of his artilerie,and mlinition 
for the warres, farther hee loſt in this ſiege 40000, 
men,& y ignominie thereof ſo much afflicted him, 
that he forbare all communication with men, and 
ſoone after reſigned the Empire to his brother and 
his orher ſtates to his ſonne,and put himſelfe into 
an Abbie in Spaine where he ended his dayes. 

Such miſtortunes Princes often fall into, when 
they are weddedto their owne wills and reic all 
good aduile or rather when God is purpoſed to 


puniſh them, and to chaunge their good fortune 
into bad, 
' I 
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It is reported that the Emperaurs armie ſuſ- 


wyned ſo extreame miſctie in this ſiege,that one 
day as hee roade thorow his Campe, a poore 
ſouldicr beeing muſerably-afflited with the blud- 
dye fluxe cryed out thus to hin1-as he paſſed by, 
Thou ſonne of .a-mnd woman. how much miſrrie doe 
1 and many a thouſand more endure heere through thy 
ambition and wilfidl obſttnacie ,- If thou wert not 
tainted with thy mothers humor, thou wouldeſt neuer 
have bronght vs to this ſexe, at this time of the yeares 
hich words the Emperour hearing gaue no euell 
anwere therevnto, bur oncly!fayde good words [oul- 
our this matter ſhall kee remedred eve longbg,and with 
that gaue the poore ſoulc money wherewith to 
comfort himſelte, and ſoone after rayſed his ſiege, 
king a great number behinde him ficke, whom 
the enenues. of very pitic ſuccourcd and telicued, 
Butnotwithſtanding the Emperours cucll fortune 
here before Metz, his armie in Picardic vnder the 
kading of Monſizur de Reux beſieged T herournne,in 
the whick ſiege the ſayd de Reux dyed, after whoſe 
death Monſieur de Lilamm continued y lege; with 
amine ouerthrew the fortifications, wherevpon 
Montmorengy the Conſtables ſonne Gouernour of 
the towne, yeelded the place, and withall himſelie 
addiuers othernoble men of Fraunce priſoners,

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of him ſaying,that he was taken like a begger and 
away like a theete, 

anther the king in perſon with a mightie armic 
entered into 'Arioys, and came before Cambray, 
where the Imperiall armic lay, in ſuch ſort that 
the bartaile was looked for there, bur it fell other- 
xiſe out, wherevpon the king returned to Paris, 
leaving the Marſhall of Saint 4»dre to ſpoyle the 
Countrey. 

In this yeare the ſixth of Iulie dyed Edward 
kng of England a young Prince of rare expeRati- 
on,/and to him ſucceeded Maric his ſiſter Cofin 
—_ to the Emperour , who about Saynt 

tide the nezt yeare maryed with the Prince 
ofSpaine the Emperours ſonne . And theninth 
ofJulic was a cruel! battaile fought in Germanie 
ketwene Duke Mavaics,and Albert Marques of 
kandenbourg,in the which the ſayde Albert was 
mnquiſhed and Duke Mavzi1ce loſthis lite. 
; You hauc heard how the king returned to Paris 
kauing the Marſhall of Saint Andre behinde him 
wſpoyle the Countrey of Arroys. But the next 
ſommer the king leuied three armies,on vnder the 
kading of the Prince of Koche ſur Yonne was 
ſatinto Artoys where it ſpoyled many townes & 
villages - The Conſtable with an other armie 
entered into Haynaulr, and the Duke of Neuers, 
with a third into the countrey of Ardennes and 
Liege, where he burned and ſpoiled all the country 
before him, The Conſtable likewiſe in Haynaule 
R.tij. burnt 
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burnt Cymay,atowne appertaining to the Dukeof 
Arſ.ot,T relonand Glayen, and tooke Mariemboy 
through the cowardiſe of him that deferidedit;with 
the fame of the which victorie the king beingind: 
ted,came in perſon into his army,and tooke Boyyi: 
nesin Brabant and biirned irt,and ſacked Dinand: 
But the Emperour levied a mightic power to'en: 
counter him vnder the leading of the Duke of $4. 
uoy. Wherevpon the King returned againe ihtg 
Haynaulr and deſtroyed Bins and Mariemountthe 
Queene of Hungaries places of pleaſure,in revenge 
of Folenbray in Picardie,whichthe Imperiallsbut- 
ned inthe yeare 1575 2.as before you haue heatd;& 
thus hauing burned and ſpoiledall Haynault, the 
King with his army entered into Artoysand belies 
ged Renty.But theEmperour with his wholeforce 
came toleauic the ſiege in ſuch ſort that a battaile 
was there fought betweenethe king and him,inthe 
which the ſucceſſe on both ſides was ſo cquall that 
the vitorie can.iuſtlic be attributed to neither part, 4 
ſome call it buta halfe battaile. Ge 
this was the battaile in the which it was firſt found 
by experience,that the rutters with their Piſtoles 
arenotable to abide the force of the Launce,if they 
be roughly and reſolutely charged, The nextdayas 
the King was returning to the fiege of the towne,' 
he receaued newes that his forces were ouerthro- 
wen in [talie, wherevpon he retired and returned

MO He ouerthrow the French receaued in [talie 
happened thus.You haue heard before how 
while the Emperour lay at the ſiege of Metz, 

the towne of Sienne in Italic reuolted from him, 

&nzcdthe Citadclle built by him,chaſed the Spa- 

piards out of the towne,and put themſclues into 

the proteQtion of France, Wherewith he being nor 
alittle offended,after the ſaid ſiege was ended com- 
maunded the Viceroy of Naples to ſpoile all the 
country of Sienne,which he did accordinglie pur- 

galſoto befigethe towne,which Monuluc,Ter- 
wes,& diuers others ſent therher by the king for de- 
knce thereof, fortified againſt the Imperialls. The 

Viceroy becauſe of the reuoult that happened alſo 

atthis very inſtaunt in the realme of Naples by 

meanes of the Prince of Salerna whereot wee haue 
ſoken a word or twoalſo inthe ſaid ſiege of Metz, 
was forced to returne into the ſaid realme of Na- 
ples,leauing thecharge ofthe Imperiall forces inthe 
country of Sienatothe Marques of Marignan,who 
being ayded by Coſinus Duke of Florence, and 
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But vn derſtanding that Str9zz; with great forces 
was ſcnt by the king into [talie, and that hee had 
alreadic inuaded the Duke of Florence his domi- 
nions, taken diuers places {rom him,and was gone 
to batter Ciuitcllez the ſayd Marques raiſed his 
ſiege trom betore Syena,and went with his whole 
power to ſuccour the Duke of Florence, where. 
vpon Strozz# leuicd his fiege held before Ciuitelle 


and marched to encounter the Marques and giue ' 


him batraile , in the which the ſayde Strozz: was 
ouerthrowen and put to flight and all his forces 
diſperſed , The Marques alter this victorie retur- 
ned to the ſiege of Siena, & neuer departed thence 
till he had reduced itto the Emperours obedience, 
by whoſe commaundement it was deliuered to the 
duke of Florence. 

The ſayde fiege endured till the twentieth of 
Aprill in the yeare 1555. But in December in 
the ſayde yeare 1 5 5 4- Briſſac to repaire this mil- 
fortune of Stro=zz entered into Piemont, and toke 
diuers townes of great importaunce and fortefied 
them againſt the Imperialls 

This yeare alſo 1554 - the 23. of March 
aſter the French accompt who begin notthe yeare 
till Eaſter, dycd Pope Tulius tertius,to whom lucce- 
ded Marcalus, who liucd but a few dayes,and to 
him ſucceded Cardinall Caraffa being foure ſcore 
yeares of age by the name ot Paule the tourth, 

The French armic abouc mentioned vnder the 
leading of Briſ/ac toke Caſſa/,& diuers other rownes 
if 
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mathe Marquiſat of Montferrat,and went to beſiege 
rapian in Piemont,which the Duke ot Alua witha 

johtic army came to relicue as alſo hee did. And 
hauing put victuals and munition ſufficientinto the 
wwne,he departed and betieged Saint Tac, 

But the towne was ſo notablie defended by the 
French ( for theking had ſent thether great torces 
toluccour the place ) that the Duke of Alua was 
forced to abandon the licge & retire himlelie, pre- 
kntlie whervpon the French with their whole tor- 
cesreturncd to the ltege of Vulpian,and toke itand 
ned both trowneand caſtle, becaulc it maintained 
hone but ſouldiours that robbed and ſpoiled all the 
country, 

About this timealſo the French and Flemiſh 
Nauy met vpon the Sea, neere to Douer a hauen 
townein England, where was amoſt bloddie fight 
derweene them,in the which the French being pur 
tothe wor{e,fired their thips,thinking thereby to 
euſethe lemings to vngraple from them,bur the 
fre was ſo vehement that they had no powre to 
 dobit,by meancs wherof both the Nauties were ft- 
red,and many ſhips on both {tdes burner. 

Notwithſtanding the French being enteredinto 
the lemiſh ſhips that remained,& ſeeing the ſmall 
number of Fl: mings that were in them, tooke ftue 
o:theirſhips,and led them away with them. 

This yearc allo vpon the fiue and twentith of 
Oltober,the Emperour in great ſolempnitie inthe 


preathall of Bruxclles, yelded vp all his cſtats and 
S domnt- 
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dominions patrimoniall to his ſonne king Phillip, 
and the Empire to the king of Roinaines his bro. 
ther, |

A truce for five yeares between? the King 
of Fraunce and Spaine. The Emperour 
ſaileth into Spaine, and putteth humſclfe 
into an Abbye where hee djeth. 
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iz, Ftcr the Emperour had reſigned all 
SF v2 his eſtats to his ſonne King Phillip, 
"7 the ſaide King by the perſwalion of 
*Np; the Queene ot England his wite, and 
= as ſome alſo writ by the Emperours 
owne perlwaſlon, enclined.to make 
peace with Fraunce,by meanes whereof both the 
Princes {ent their commiſſioners to meete & treat 
therof,who not becing able becaule of the ſundry 
4; difhcultics to conclude a finall peace, made not- 
Ft withſtanding atruce for fiue yeares,cach parthold- 
ing that which they had taken in the former wars, 
And in this yeare the Emperour with his two 
ſters Elenor Qucene of Fraunce,& Marie Queene 
of Hungariefſailed into Spaine,and put himſelfe in- 
toan Abby, wherhe remained till his death,which 
happened the one and twentith of September in 
the yeare 1558, One notable thing is tobce m_ 
f rc 
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bred of this noble Emperour,whcrby we may per- 
ceaue how vainea thing the glory ot this world is, 
While the Emperourſtayedart Vluthing for winde 
to carie him his laſt journey into Spaine, hee con- 
ferred on a time with Se/drrs his brother Ferdi- 
nands Ambaſſador till the deepe of the night, and 
when Selazns ſhould depart, the Emperour calling 
forlome of his ſervants, and no bodic anſwering 


him,{or thoſc thar attended vpon him were tome 
gone to their lodgings and all the reſt aſleepe : the 
Emperour tooke vp the candle himſclte, and went 
tgfore Se/dizs to light him downe the ſtaires, and 
fodid notwithſtanding all the reſiſtance that Se/dins 
could make. 

And whan he was come to the ſtaires foote, hee 
fid thus vnto him.Seldius rem@ber this of Charles 
the Emperour when he ſhalbe dead and gone that 
bim whom thou haſt knowenin thy time enuiro- 
ned with ſo many mightic armics and gardes of 
fouldiers,thou haſt alſo ſcenc alone,abandoned, & 
forlaken yea euen of his owne domelticall ſeruants, 
and that kee whom thou haſt ſcrucd fo manye 
yeares hath alſo ſerued thee and borne the candle 
downe before thee, | acknowledge this chaunge ot

I Ou haue heard how a truce for fiue 
aA yeares was concluded betweene the 
=x& Kings of Fraunce and Spaine, butit 
"was broken before the expiration of 
one yearc,vpon this occaſion which 
you ſhall now heare, The Pope being an enemiec 
to the Spaniard, gaue forth whether talſly ortrue- 
ly itis vncertaine,that the Colonneſi who alwayes 
haue beene and yetare Imperiall, made ſecret al- 
ſemblies againſt him in Rome,for the which cauſe 
ſome ot them hee empriſoned, ſome hee baniſhed, 
and ſcazedalltheirlands and goods into his owne 
hands.The Imperials ſay thatthis was but a quarell 
picked tothem by the Pope, becauſe hee had ſecret 
intcll:gence with the king of Fraunce,& perſwaded 
him toattempt the recouecrie of the Realme of Na- 
ples,as well therby to abate the Spaniards greatnes 
In italie,who held Naples, Milam & Siera,& diſpoſed 


of 
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oftheſtats of Genoua & Florence as of his owne: 
zalſo hoping it the French had good ſucceſle in I- 
alie,that lome part of the bootic would fall to his 


hare, which hee was the more deſirous of, becauſe 
hewas a Neapolitaine borne himſclfe.But howto- 
eerit were,the Co/oznrfe being thus iniuricd com- 
por to king Philip and deſired his ſuccour,who 
tthe Duke Alvatotheir ayde, yer offering the 
any reaſonable conditions ot peace , which 
heviterly refuſed,and ſent tothe kingand the duke 
of Ferrara being his contederats tor ſuccours, but 
before they could arriue, the duke of Alua inuaded 
teChurch dominions,and toke 05:4 & Paleſtrina 
ad much diſtreſſed Rowe . But the King with all 
ſpeede ſent the Duke of Guyle with 2 mightie ar- 
micinto Italic, who entering into Lombardre tooke 
ralentia in the duchic of Milan & put a gariſon into 
tonan other ſide alſo the French inuaded Artoys 
and ſpoyled all the Countrey,they belieged Donvay 
butcould not take it. Notwithſtanding LZexs they 
toke and burned it, Farcher the kings forces in Pic- 
mont tooke Y al finiereand Cairas, and thus the fiue 
yeares truce concluded the yeare before helde not 
one yearc, great cotrouerlie is betwene the French 
and Spaniſh, which of the two Princes firſt brake 
therruce. The French ſay the*Spaniard firſt brake 
tby invading the Pope, whom the king as an obe- 
dient ſonne to the Church was bound to detend, 
Butthe anſeere herevntois caſfte,tor beſides that 
the inuading of the Pope being an indifferent 
9.11). fricnd 
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friend to both the Princes could not bee a breach 
of the truce rowards the French king: it isalſomoſ 
ccrtaine that the firſt iniurie proceded tro the Pope, 
towards the king of Spaincs triends and c6ſederats, 
and therefore the French were not to ayde him in 
an cuell cauſe. Bur admit the ayding of the Pope 
were no breach of the truce : yet the King ought 
notto haue proceded farther then to ſend the Poje 
ayde,but hee inuaded king Philip before he tooke 
weapon in hand, in Milan, in Piemont, in Artoys, 
and in Flaunders, which could not bce other then 
a flatte breach of the truce. But ro retourne to the 
warres of [talie. 'The Duke of Guyle by the Popeg 
perſwaſton, and vppon promiſe of aydetrom him, 
was paſſing With, his armie towards the realme of 
Naples with purpoſe to inuade it . But ſceing the 
Duke of Aluato make head againſt him,and bei 
allo dilapoynred of the ayde promiled him bythe 
Pope, hc was forced to retire with his armie, being 
in very poreeſtateand curſing the Pope andall his 
trecherics, While theſe matters thus paſſed in Ita- 
lic, the Queene of England by hir huſbands per- 
{waiton catered into an vnneceſliric warre with 
Fraunce, for ſ};c ſhould have done much better to 
haue continued as ſhee began a mediater for peace 
then vpon no occaſion to become the French kings 
cacmie but thee ſpedaccordingly ,

Burt his brother 4" Andelot iflewing out of 
Perona with 15.enſcignes of tootmen,purpoling to 
doe the like, was detcated . Notwithſtanding the 
king tendering greatly y (attic of the towne,ſent the 
Citable ro ſuccour it with an armie of 16000.toot, 
and 4000, horſe, who vpon Saint Laurence day ve- 
ryearcly in the morning,by certaine boates which 
he had brought with him vpon cartes,put Morn ſuwur 
s Ande{ot by the riucr with certaine bands of foot- 
men into the towne, 
But 
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But King Phillipsarmy as the ſaid Conſtable reg. 
red, charged him, brake him, defeated his forc 
ficw 2500 of his men with the lofle oncly of 50.00 
thcir part,and tooke him priſoner with two of hig 
ſonnes,and likewiſe the Dukes of Montpenfier and 
Longucuille, the Marſhall ot Saint Andre, the 
Rheingraue,and diuers other great perſonages, 

Wherevpon the King preicntlic reuoqued the 
Duke of Guile with his torces out of Italy,&com- 
maunded the Duke of Neuers to leauy a new 
army, 

In the meanc time King Phillip tooke Saint 
Quenun by aſlault,and rooke priſoners therin the 
Admirall,and 4' 44e/ot his brother, but a' 4ndelet 
ſoone a{rer eſcaped away, The King of Spaine wan 
alſo Careler and Han and diuers other places, The 
Duke of Alua on the other {ide in ltalic tooke di 
uers places from the Pope, who in the end ſeeing 
the Dukes torces {0 great thathe caine withoutre- 
ſiſtance cuen to Rome gates,and thatthe Duke of 
Guiſc in verie pooreeſtate was reuoqued home in- 
to Fraunce: made peace ar Caui with King Philip 
(contraty to his promiſe made tothe French King) 
and obtayned better conditions of him than hede- 
ſcrued, and among the reſt of the conditions this 
was one that the Duke of Cuifc ſhould rerurne 
home in ſatctic,and he & his armie bee well intrea- 
ted whereſocuer they palicd through king Philips 
dominions, which was ali the recompence the

The King being much uns with theſe his ma- 
rifolde lofſes,and ſuppoling his honour to be ſtay- 
nedifhe atchieucd not ſomeenterpriſc that might 
counteruaile thele his miltortunes,fo ſooneas the 
Duke of Guile and Stroz zi were returned with his 
forces out of [talie by ſea,and Monſieur a' Aumalle by 
knd,ioyned to them a great army of Swiſlers and 
Almaines who vnder the leading of the faid Duke 
of Guiſe were ſent to beliege Calais in the verie 
middeſt of winter. 

Strozzi not long before the comming of the 
amy thether,had beene brought in diſgu:ſed appa- 
nile into the towne by a French man an inhabi- 
tant thereof, and had veiwedall the fortifications 
both within the rowneand withour,and the gart- 
fon within ittor the. defence thereof, which was ve- 

weake,and to ſay the truth the {aid Strozzi was 

conely author ot this enterpriſe 

They began the iiegethe firſt day of Tanuarie, 
and tooke the-towne the moxrow after twelfth 
day,and ſoone after alſo Hans and Guyſnes, and 
allthat the Engliſh helde on that ſide theſea, 

In Aprill following Frauncis the Daulphin 
maryed Marie daughterand hcire of lames the fitt 
King of Scotland,& in Tune following the French 

beliged Theonuille,held foran impregnabletowne 
inthe Dutchie of Luxembourg. Yetnotwithſtand-

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ing they tooke it, but in thatſiege was Peter Str 
zi {laineto the Kings greatgricte,for he had be

= of hisloſles not to be lufficietas yet, 
1] determined toattempt farther. Wher 
i! forc in the beginning of Tulic he ſent 
<2 1onſiur de Termes to inuade Flaun- 
ders,who tooke Dunkerke and bur- 

nedit,But the Earle of Egmont leuying an army of 
12000.foote and 3000 horſe,met with the French 
as they retired towards Calais vpon the ſandes be- 
tweene Dunkerke and Grauclin,where he charged 
them,and by the helpe of the Engliſh Nauy,which 
by chaunce ſailedat that time cloſe by the ſhoare, 
and diſcharged their greatſhotinto the Wo

French troups,they were deteared and Termes 
nſelfe taken priloner,to the great aſtoniſhmene 
of all Fraunce, which in fower/ycares fpace had 
recegued three great ouerthrowes, the firſt in Ita- 
he, the ſecond at Saint Quentin, and the third 
tushcere mentioned, 

And thus the King not beeing contented with 
z4caſonable revenge, bur feeking to recoucr all 
his honour, loſt euen that which hee had in part 
recouered betore,and put both himſcite and his 
Realme into greater daungers than cucr hcere- 
tofore they had beenc in. 

Termes had left behinde him three enſcignes 
of footemen to ſpoile and hier Dunkerke,who be- 
ing in the middeſt of- their blouddie execution, 
were all ſurprized by the Burgundians and cur 
in peeces. The Duke of Guile hearing of this 0- 
xerthrow retired into Picardic,and held himſclfe 
inplaces of ſafetie, 

Aſter this victorie the Engliſh Nauy conliſting 
of 100.faile of ſhips and 20000. men,and 20.great 
bulks ioyned with them, inuaded Bretaine and toke 
| Conquer, but partlie by the force of the countrey 
7 | fatcamedowne vpon them, & partlie by tempeſt, 
they were forced to returne home with ſpeed, King 
Phillip being encouraged by this his good ſucceſle 
and many victories, leuied a mightiearmy, anden- 
camped neere to Dourlans in Picardie beeing a 
French towne,his whole force was 36000.foote, & 
15000, horſe.,all his ſouldiours being well paied, 
T.ij. The 
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The king on the other ſide ncere to Amiens 
leuyed a _ armie , but ſeemed not willins 
to hazerd an other battayle, conſidering the 
loſſes hee had alreadie receaued . Notwith. 
ſtanding in the ende both the Princes to anoyde 
the effuſion of Chriſtian blood enclined their 
mindes to peacc.

debated betweene them, that all the treatic had 
aſluredlie broaken of , if newes had not beene 
brought from the Queene of England , that 
ſhee was contented to accept of che peace, with 
theſe conditions,that'at eyght yeares ende Calais 
ſhould bee reſtored to hir agayne or fiuchnn- 
fittic thouſand crownes in lieu thereof, for 
aſluraunce whereof ſhee ſhould haue delyuered 
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mto hir foure hoſtages of the nobilytic of Fraunc 
fych as ſhee would demaund. 

This article becing agreed vpon peace was 
concluded beetweene theic Princes the third of 


And King Philip maryed Errzavera the Kings 
eldeſt Daughter promiſed bectore to Cnarrzs 
Prince of Spayne King Philips ſonne, and the 
Duke of Savor Philibert maryed Maxcarer 
the Kings fiſter, 
Thus the king hauing concluded peace to his 
comfort with all his eocmies , and bee- 
rauthed his Daughter to the king of Spayne, 
by meanes of the which allyaunce hee ned 
him ſelfe of an euerlaſting amitie with that 
Prince : os Ly to-embrew his handes in the 
bloud of; the. Lvruzzxans, and committed 
ure other; Iudges of the Law to 
vrGOMERIz Captaine of his Guarde , who 
ſent them priſoners to the Baſtile , where they 
were layde in yrons. 
The only cauſe of their empriſonment was,for 
that they had delyuered out of priſon certayne 
Lutherans, and had forborne to publiſh the 


kings bloudy edicts till a generall or a nationall 
councell ſhould take order in ſo wayghtie a 

cauſe. 
This beeing done, the king in great triumph 
departed to his Daughters mariage , who was

Aprill,and ſolemply proclaimed with great joye: 1559s 
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maryed to king Philip by his Deputie the Duke oe 
Alva, who repreſented the king his Maſters perſon 
in this caſe : which beeing accompliſhed the ki 
gauc himſelfe to ſports and paſtimes, and the cight 
andtwentcth of June cntered into the Liſts rojuſt, 
and continewed fo long therein, and ranneſomg. ' 
ny courſes three dayes together,that with exceſſive 
trauayle his whole body was becomecſtiffe, where. 
vppon diuers of the nobilitic and eſpecially the 
Queene his wyfc beſoughthim to runne no more, 
the rather becauſe thatnight the Queene had drea« 
med that ſhee ſaw him wounded to death,& diners 
other prognoſticatios of his death arc alſo written 
which [ ouerpaſſe. But he refuſing all perſwaſiong, 
& deſpiling his wiues dreame,& allthe other prog- 
noſtications,entcred againe into the liſtes, & ranne 
diucrs courics excellently well,for he was a 

man at armes. Atthc laſt he called toorth Mont- 
gomerie, the ſclfe ſame that had caryed Bovno 
and the other foure Councellours to priſon, as be- 
fore you haue heard . Montgomeric had runne 
diucrs courſes the day be(ore,& had fayled in them 
all, for the which cauſe hee was loath to come 
forth. But being conſtrained by the king,in the ende 
foorth he came bcing reſerued by God to giue one 
ſound blow at the Jaft, to countcruaileall his fays

fone made an ende of his ownelife,but his realme 
hath bled of that wound euer fince,& the blood is 
hardly ſtenched as yer. This king liued one & forty 
yeares, and reigned twelue yeares and 3, moneths, 
andeenne dayes., 

Thus haue [ continued as compendiouſly as I 
could,the Hiſtoric of Fraunce fro Charles the eighth 
tllthe death of Henry the ſecond,namely til the be- 
ginning of their owne ciuill broyles and difſenti6s 
which becauſe they cotainenothing but murthers, 
maſſacers, trecheries, treaſons, and no orderly dif- 
ciplined warres, arc nothing plcaſaunt for mee to 
write, nor I thinke acceptableto any man to reade, 
&much leſle fitto be annexed to the martiall ates 
of thoſe Princes, whom I hauc here before in this 
Hiſtoric treated of . Notwithſtanding if any man 
ſhallrake pleaſure in writing them, I had rather hee 


handeled ſuch a bucherly argument then my ol.

Princes toſſed and turmoiled themſclues with con- 
tinuall warres, what infinit treaſures they conſy 
med,what flaughters they made of their ſubieds, 
what ſackingand burning of townes, defiling of 
yong Maidens and Virgins,murthering of women 
and Children,with all ſuch like miſchiefesas beap- 
pendant tothe warts and thatis worſt of all,charg 
ing their owne ſoules with manie promiles and 
oathes which they neuer ment.to pertorme when 
they {ware them, ncither performed at all when 
they had (worne them. 

Andif we farther conlider how little they haue 
effected and brought to paſlc of their ownedelires 
by all theſe their bloddy Martiall-aCtions,with the 
which they troubled the world by the ſpaceof ma- 
ny yeares : we cannot bur confeſle and lay withthe 
Plalmifg. Hee that dwellethiz the Hearcaſha laughtht 
Lord ſhall haue thems in deriſwn.For firſt of all conſider 
well the example of LodouicSforce ſurnamed the 
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MoreDuke of Milan, hee poiſoned his nephew to 
obtaine therby the ſaid Duchie,and ſet all Italic on 
ferby calling in the French to eſtabliſh him therin, 
but himſelfe was within 5. yeares after taken pri- 
foner by the French,and put into a dongeon wher 
hemiſerablic ended his lite,his eldeſt ſonne Maxi- 


nilian being reſtored to the ſaid Duchie of Milan 
by meanes of the Swiſſers,the Pope,and the Vene- 
tans, was within three yeares after likewiſe taken 

foner by the French,and in Fraunce ended his 


\- Afterward his other ſonne Francis was eſtabli- 
hed in the ſaid Dutchie by the Emperour Charles, 
but with ſuch flauiſh conditions that he rather de- 
krued the name of a nobleſlaue than an honoura- 
blePrince,and in the end died of poiſon as it was 

hr, and was the laſt of this wicked race of 

Sforces,& after his death the Emperour ſeazed all 
theDuchie of Milan into his owne hands whoſe 
rce holdeth it yet,and ſhall doe ſo long as ir plea- 
ſeth God : And all theſe miſeries fell vpon the ſaid 
Lodouic and his ſonnes within the ſpace of 3 4, 
yeares. 

Now way likewiſe the example of Pope Alex- 
ander the fixt, and Valentinus Borgia his ſonne. 

The ſaid Valentine in his fathers lite time obtai- 
ned ſo many conqueſts in Italie, fome by armes,

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of him, and he was growen to ſuch a pride 
ſelfe, that hee gaue Aut Ceſar art nullus f

The Father poiſoned himſelſe with the ſame 
winethathe had preparcd for the poiſoning of d& } 
ucrs cardinalls his encmies,and fo tell himſelfe into 
the pit which he had digged for others,and theſon 
after his fathers death was ſpoiled by Pope Iuliug 
af all thathe had conqueredin Italic,and the Ki 
*Fraunce toke from him all his eſtates thatheh 
in Fraunce, 

Wherefore hefled to Conſalue vnder his ſafe 
conduR,and remained with him a while at Naples 
in great kindnesin outward apparance. 16 

But ſoone after by King Ferdinands comman» 
dement, hee was ſcent priſoner into Spaine by the 
ſaid Conſalue, who allo tooke from him,the ſafe 
conduct that he had giuen him, 

In Spaine he was empriſoned in theRocqueof 
Acaina del Campe, from whence by cunning heef- 
caped, and went into Nauarre, where hee lineda 
while 1n very baſe and milcrableeſtate,and in the *? 
end was thereſlaine. 

The Venetians likewiſe for hatred they bare: 
againſt Lodouic Duke of Milan aboue mencioned, 
called Lewis the twelfth into Italic to conquer the 
ſaid Duchic, and had tor their part of the bootie 
the countrey of Guiradadda deliuercd vnto them' 
by the King. 

But ſoone after the ſame kingtoke it from them 
againe, 


we became their deadly enemie,fo that not- 

handing all their charges employed in thoſe 

ares and diuers other ſince : yet hould they not 
© atthisday one foote of ground in Lombardiemore 
F tenthey did beforethole warres began, and in 0- 
ther parts of Italicleſle, 

Apaine tower kings of Fraunce ſucceſſiuely,name- 
apy the eight, Luvvis the twelfth 
"Francis the firſt, & Hema the ſecond, by 

ſace of three ſcore yeares and better, made c 
puall warres in Italie,with infinit expences of mo- 
gey,toyle of themſelues, and the death not of ſo 
fwas a hundered thouſand of their ſubieds, for 
the duchie of Milan &the rcalme of Naples, and 
what haue they gotten in recompence therof,one- 

this that they hould notat this day one foote of 
dinneicherof both thoſe countreys, 

Likewiſe Charles the Emperour who was ſo am- 
f Þ bitious a Prince that hee thoughtto haue ſwalow-

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edvp both Fraunceand Germanie,was chaced out 

of both thoſe countries with great ignominie, and 

was neucr able tohould no not one pore towne in 

either of both thoſerealmes,& inthe end through 

> F . moodincſle of his cuell ſuccefle, gaue a defhance 

toall the world, and dyed in an Abby among a 
companic of Monkes, . 

aſtly king Henry the eight who was ſo no- 

ble a Prince, and obtained ſo many conqueſts in 

Fraunce both in his youth and in his age, what
